Industrial Peace By Compulsion, 


Mussolini has put a ban owstrikes and lock- 
outs in Italy. As yet he has done it only on paper. 
Whether he will be able to make the order effec- 
tive is another matter. 

The outcome will be watched by people out- 
side Italy with more than casual interest. In most 
countries there have been times when the public 
wished they had some such protection against the 
consequences ef industrial war. 

Obviously there cannot be industrial peace by 
compulsion wnless the mandatory edict is backed 
by a force of public opinion so strong that it dare 
not be challenged, Fear that such support might 
not be forthcoming is what prevents democratic 
governments trying to apply the remedy. 

Mussolini is trying out an experiment that 
may have important results in many parts of the 
world. Will the Italians rally around their dicta- 
tor to save themselves from the effects of indus- 
trial strife? If se, they will give a lead in dealing 
with that question which encourage other 
governments and peoples to take like measures
